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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S, 
Patent No. 5,465,518 to Blaser. 

Regarding claim 1 , the pendulum safety device of Blaser teaches all of the 
limitations of the claim. The system of Blaser involves a multi-barrel rifle having two 
firing pins (53) and triggers associated with the firing pins (24), the triggers rotatable 
about an axis, and one pivotable pendulum weight that is intended to uncock the firearm 
when a shock is sustained (19, see col. 3, line 61 through col. 4, line 10). The 
pendulum weight (19) is arranged on the trigger (through connection of various 
elements) and pivots about an axis (pin, 47), which is located in front of the trigger axis 
and its center of gravity is located above the trigger axis, as can be clearly seen in 
figure 1 of Blaser. 

Claim 2 is anticipated by Blaser as well since the cocking slide (1 ) is located 
above the pivot axis of the pendulum and is considered a "safety part" since it does not 
allow the firearm to be fired unless it is in a proper position. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 3-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
